NEW POWER PLANT 


ABOUT COMPLETED 


The power plant of the Centralia 


Pulp and Water 
Power 
company, 


which has been in course of construc- 
during the past summer, Is rapidly 
Hearing completion, and if nothing un. 
forseen happens the plant will be in 
full operation next week. There are 
still some finishing touches to put on, 
but all of the machinery is installed 
and has been running to a limited ex- 
tent since Monday. 


When the first mill belonging to 


this company was built, paper mills on 
the Wisconsin river were in their in- 
fancy, and the old original mill was 
not much of a masterpiece either in 
architectural beauty or handiness as 
paper mills go nowadays, but if any- 
body imagines that the present plant 
was modeled after the old one in any 
way, they are mistaken. 


The new power house is constructed 


of a deep red brick with a rough sur- 
face and presents a most handsome 
appearance, and is a great relief from 
the sameness and monotony suggested 
by the average manufacturing building 
where the one aim is to get up almost 
any kind of a building in the most rap- 
id and substantial manner possible re- 
gardless of the appearance. 


The interior of the building is enam- 


eled in battleship gray, trimmed with 
black and is light and cheerful and 
neat in every way. 
When completed 


the building will also have a tile floor, 
which at the present time has not 
been put in. 


The building contains four large 
enorators 
of 
approximately 
600 


horse-power 
each, a total of 2400 


horse-power. 
The current 
will be 


generated at 2300 volts, but before 
leaving the plant will be stepped up to 
15,000 volts, at which voltage it will 
be conveyed to Port Edwards, where it 
will be utilized in the Nekoosa-Ed- 
wards plant, after being stepped down 
to the voltage at which they want it'. 


Besides thi> four large generators 


there are two exciters, one of which 
is operated by a water wheel and the 
other by electric power, and it will 
>nly lie necessary to operate the water 
driven exciter in starting up the plant, 
the other one taking care of this parti 
Df the work once the plant is in oper- 
ation. The generators are of the ver- 
tical type, each dynamo being locat- 
ed right over the wheel that operates 
it, the immense affairs being support- 
ed by a bearing at the top. They are 
practically noiseless in operation and 
t is hard to realize when standing near 
one of them that they are developing 
so much power. 
The fact that they 


revolve at a speed of only SO revolu- 
tions per minute adds greatly to the 
lliision. 


There is also in the dynamo room a 


traveling crane of 20,000 pounds ca- 
pacity, and with the use of this it is 
posible for one man to pick up any 
piece of machinery in the room and 
convey it to any part of the building 
without any apparent effort; 
The 


big generators were installed by the 
Allis Chalmers company under the 
direction of Mr. Hathaway, while the 
switchboard was put in by the Gen- 
eral Electric company under the di- 
rection of Mr. Whistman. The switch- 
board is quite an elaborate affair and 
is so arranged that the' entire plant 
can be operated right from the board 
at all times. 
There are many auto- 


matic devices, and everything in the 
plant is right up to the minute. For 
the benefit of Chief Electrician Mc- 
Grogan a green light has been mount- 
ed on the top of each generator, Mac 
having explained to the Tribune man 
that to his notion green was one of 
the most beautiful colors in existence. 


The raising of the dam at the south 


side during the past year has greatly 
increased the power at that point, and 
the four wheels will not use near all 
that is available at that point, and 
the excess will be employed in grind- 
ing pulp, 
The company how has the 


pulp mill about ready to start up and 
it is expected that this branch of the 
concern will be in operation within a 
few days. 


.Von who have inspected the new 


plant pronounce it to be one of the 
most up to date on the river, and its 
appearance is certainly all that could 
be desired. 
The. big ^wheels were 


started up on Monday and have been 
in operation at slow speed almost con- 
tinuously ever since, but it is not the 
intention to put the load onto them 
until they are thoroly dried out to 
guard against any possible accident 
on account of moisture that may have 
accumulated 
during 
transportation 


or while being installed.

Arthur was serving as drum 


major in the Cth U. S. Infantry at the 
time of his death, he having enlisted 
in the regular army in 1902. The fu- 
neral was held on Tuesday afternoon 
at 1:30 o'clock, the remains being in- 
terred in the National cemetery of 
the Presideo, Cal., with full military 
honors. 
It was the intention to have 


the remains shipped here, but the 
family 
received 
'a communication 


from Robert Houston, who arrived 
soon after his brother's death, asking 
that the burial might take place in 
the national cemetery, and permis- 
sion was granted. 
The National cem- 


etery, by the way, is one of the grand- 
est spots on the Pacific coast, and a 
fitting place for the last sleep of one 
of Uncle Sam's boys. 


Arthur j. Houston was born at Ste- 


vens Point on the 24th of June, 1S7S, 
and was a twin brother to Dr. George 
Houston of this city, and the son of 
Mrs. Lydia Houston of this city. 
He 


came to Grand Rapids with his family 
about twenty years ago, and lived 
here until the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American war, when he enlisted 
with Co. A. of Marshfteld and served 
during the trouble with Spain. 
Ow- 


ing to his exceptional ability as a mu- 
sician, he wis tranferred to the band 
soon after reaching the front and 
served in the capacity of solo cornet- 
1st during his enlistment. 


Mr. Houston enlisted in the regular 


army in 1902, and served continuous- 
ly until his death' as drum major of 
the band. 


The surviving members of the fam- 


ily are his mother, Mrs. Lydia Hous- 
ton of this city, Dr. F. R. Houston of 
Green Bay, Dr. George R. Houston of 
this city. Dr. Robert T. Houston of 
Ijos Angeles, Cal., Mrs. J. A. Pritchard 
of Tacoma, Wash., and Mrs. H. F.

These gen- 
tlemen will go n\er the matter thor- 
oly and after investigating the matter 
and reducing their deductions to dol- 
lars and cents will submit them to a 
future meeting of the board. 


It might be stated that when the a- 


sylum was given to the north end of 
the county It was with the understand- 
ing .that the poor farm would rc- 
mayi ^ihcre It is at the present lime, 
but of course such agreements do not 
cut a great deal of Hgure with some 
people. 


Whe.re the pool' farm is located does 


not cut much figure with anybody, 
Probably if a good live farmer hud 
.the same amount of ground at his dis- 
posal he would produce more each 
year than the poor farm is doing, so 
that it would not make much dlffer- 
e'nce whether it is located in the north 
or south end of the county. 


If it were decided to move it to the 


north end there would be a lot of ex- 
pense in getting it established, such ns 
the erection of suitable buildings, etc., 
all of which would have to be t:iken 
nto consideration. Some of the board 
members are of the opinion that if the 
present poor farm were jjiven a prop- 
rr show it would be self-supporting 
right where it is located now, and 
ihese are men who have made a suc- 
cess of the farming business. 


Want Another Currier. 


The mail business of the city has 


increased so much of late that the 
present mail carriers in the city are 
unable to handle the business proper- 
ly, and in order to relie\e the strain 
Postmaster Nash has applied to the 
department for the appointment of 
another carrier. 
The matter is now

was cheaper in the end. 
Then con- 


crete makes a belter and smoother 
road and a much easier one to haul 
over during its entire life. 


This road proposition is becoming 


quite a problem. If you are In favor 
of good roads and want them Improv- 
ed without delay it is posxlble that 
somebody may call you a spendthrift, 
and if you are against them you ar« 
aeused of being ;i back number and a- 
gainst progress. There you an% you 
can take your choice. It may he lhat 
the present law Is responsible for 
such a concerted movement In the 
way ol road building, as the different 
towns thruout Ihe state arc alnvoHt 
compelled lo vote money for road 
building whether they want to or nol. 
for if each town does nol use tho 
money it will have to pay its share of 
the taxes anyway, and some other 
town will gel the money.

The power plant of ihe Centraha 


Pulp and Water 
Power 
company, 


which has been in course of construc- 
durmg- the past summer, is rapidly 
neanng completion, and if nothing un- 
forseen happens the plant will be in 
full operation, next _week. There are 
still some finishing touches to put on, 
but all of the machinery is installed 
and has been running to a limited ex- 
tent since Monday> 
'.. .:'When. the ..first .mill belonging . to 
this company was'bualt, paper mills 'on 
•the Wisconsin river.'were .in their in- 
fancy, and the...old. original, mill was 
not much : of a masterpiece either in 
architectural beauty or handiness as 
paper mills/go'.-nowadays, but if any- 
body imagines, that the present .plant 
was modeled after the old.one" in any 
way;:- they are mistaken. ' • ' . . ' 


- The: new power house is constructed 


of a deep red:brick with a Tough sur- 
face arid presents a, most handsome 
appearance, and is a great relief from 
the sameness and monotony suggested 
by "the average manufacturing-- building 
where -the one aim. is to get up.almost 
any-kind of a building in the most rap- 
id-and substantial, manner possible re- 
gard'less of the appearance.' 
; .The interior of the.building",is enam- 
eled, in battleship gray, trimmed with 
black "and is light and. cheerful .and 
neat in. every way. 
When completed 


the "building will also have a tile floor, 
which at the present time has not 
been'-put in. 
. 
' 
• • . . . • 


'. The 
building contains four large 


generators, of 
. approximately 
600 


horse-power each, a total of 2400 
:horse-power. 
^T.he curren.t will 
be 


generated -at 2300 volts, but before 
leaving: the, plant will be stepped up to 
15,000 volts, at which voltage, it will 
be. conveyed to Port Edwards, where it 
will .be'-utilized in the Nekoosa-Bd- 
ivards plant, after bein^ stepped dbw.n 
to the voltage at which they want it". 


Besides1 th<;- four larg-e grerierators 


there are two exciters, one of which 
is operated by a water wheel and the 
other by eiectric power, 'and it -will 
only be necessary to operate the water 
clriven exciter'in starting- up the plant, 
the other one taking care of this part 
of the work once the plant is In pper- 
atio.n. The generators are of the ver- 
tical type, each dynamo being locat- 
ed right over the wheel that operates' 
it, the immense affairs being support- 
ed by a bearing at the top. They are 
practically noiseless in operation and 
t is hard to realize,when standing-ne'ar 
one of them that they are developing- 
so much power. 
The fact that they 


revolve-at a speed of.only 90 "revolu- 
tions per minute .adds -greatly to the 
illusion.

There is also in the dynamo room a 


traveling crane of- 20,000 pounds ca- 
pacity, and with the use of this it is 
posible for one man to pick up any 
piece 'of machinery in the room and 
convey it to any. part of the. building 
without- ariy apparent '-effort: 
The 


big" generators were installed by the 
Allis Chalmers' company under the 
direction of Mr. Hathaway, while the 
switchboard was put in by the Gen- 
eral Electric company under 'the di- 
rection of'Mr. Whistman. The.switch- 
board is quite.an elaborate affair and 
:s so arranged that the entire plant 
can be operated right'from'the board 
at all times. 
There are many auto- 


matic devices, and everything in the 
plant: is right up to--the minute. 
For 


ihe .benefit of Chief Electrician Me-' 
Grogan a green light has been mount- 
ed on the top of each.generator, Mac 
having explained "to the Tribune man 
that to his: notion green was one of 
the most beautiful colors in existence. 


The raising of the dam at the south 


side during, the past year has greatly 
increased^the ppwer'at that point, and 
the four wheels will not "use near all 
that is available at that point, and 
the excess will be employed in grind- 
ng pulp, The company how .has the 
pulp m'ill about ready to start up and 
t is expected'that this branch qf the 
concern will be in operation within a 
"ew days.

Men..who 'have inspected the new 


plant pronounce it to be one of 'the 
most up "to, date on the river, and its 
appearance is. certainly' all. that.could 
be desired. ;: The big iwheels were 
started up, on Man-day and have been 
n operation at-'slow speed almost con- 
tinuously ever since, but it is not. the 
ntention to /put- the load onto them 
until they, are thoroly 'dried- ojit to 
guard against, any possible accident 
on account of moisture that may'have

of investigating the, matter, the com- 
mittee consisting of 'Messrs. 
Seid!, 


Philips, Wiliams and Leu. These gen- 
tlemen will go over the matter thor- 
oly and after investigating the matter 
and reducing their deductions to dol- 
lars and cents will submit them to a 
future meeting of the board. 


It might he stated that when the a- 


sylum was given to the north end of 
the county it was with the understand- 
ing .that the poor farm 
would re- 


ma^n ^»here It is at the present time, 
but of course such agreements do not 
cut a great deal of figure with somi> 
people. 


Where the poor farm is located does 


not cut much figure with anybody. 
Probably if a good live farmer had 
.the same amount of ground at his dis- 
po^al he would produce more each 
year than the poor farm is doing, so 
that it would not make much differ- 
e'nce whether it is located in the north 
or south end of the county. 


If it were decided to move it to the 


north end there would be a lot of ex- 
pense in getting it established, such as 
the erection of suitable buildings, etc., 
all. of which would have to be taken 
into consideration. Some of the board 
members are of the opinion that if the 
present poor farm were .given a prop- 
er show it would he self-supporting 
right where it is located now, and 
these are men who have made a .suc- 
cess of the farming business.

Washington.—Congress at the regu- 


lar session will be asked to appropri- 
ate $1.250,000,000 to run the govern- 
ment from June 30, 1914, to June 3, 
1915. 
Each cabinet officer has pre- 


pared his estimate of the expenses of 
hie department and the word'is that 
each secretary has attempted to keep 
his estimates within economic limits. 
Even if that be granted, the amount is 
greater than that ever asked before, 
except In war years. 


The eitlmatea will go to Secretary 


of the Treasury McAdoo, who will sub- 
mlth them to congress, and It may be 
that when he get* them he will at- 
tempt to uie the blue pencil with «uch 
a diplomatic stroke that It will not of- 
fend bis brother secretaries, who are 
quite certain that what they have 
asked Is the "lowest possible." 


The Democrats are worried over the 


Increasing 
expenses *f the govern- 


ment. Their worry is greater because 
they deliberately and as a party meas- 
ure abolished the commission on econ- 
omy and efficiency, which said It had 
plans under way to save tho govern- 
ment a good many millions a year 
without crippling the service In any 
department. 
It 1* true that the Dem- 


ocrats have an economy commission 
composed of the chiefs of two or threo 
bureaus In the department of com- 
merce, but there hae been no definite 
report made thus far which will en- 
able the administration to cut hard 
enough to save congress from what 
some of Its members seem to fear will 
be extravagant appropriations. 


Charge Is Hard to Dodge. 


The Income tax will give the treas- 


ury considerable additional money, 
more than enough probably to offset 
the reduction in revenue under the 
new tariff bill. It has been suggested 
by Borne of the Democrats that the 
excuse of plenly of money is not a 
valid one with which to meet the 
charges of extravagance. 
President 


Wilson unquestionably wants to keep 
the expenses of tne department at the 
lowest possible figure, anil it may be 
that the $1,250,000,000 which will be 
asked will be necessary to meet the 
vnlid expenses of the government. ,It 
is probably true that the cabinet offi- 
cers have kept things down as woll 
as they can, but the plaguing thing 
Is the charge that if the plans of the 
economy commission which was abol- 
ished had been followed, the depart- 
ments could get just as much out of 
$900,000,000 as they can out of three 
million and a quarter more. 
. It was not so many years ago that 
congressmen representing a then mi- 
nority party talked about the extrava- 
gance of the opposition

and 


spoke of the possibilities of a billion- 
dollar congress. 
Probably no one at 


that time believed that there ever 
would be a billion-dollar congress, but

The activities of the gov- 
ernment are growing and thero are 
more people under the flag by many 
millions than there were none years 
ago. Naturally It costs more money

i Washington.—Congress at the regu- 


lar session will be asked to appropri- 
ate 81,250,000,000 to run tho govern- 
ment from June 30, 1914, to June 3, 
19io. Each cabinet officer has pre- 
pared hla estimate of the expenses of 
his department and the word'Is that 
each secretary has attempted to keep 
his estimates within economic limits. 
Even if that bo granted, the amount Is 
greater than that ever asked before, 
except In war years. 
. Tho estimates will go to Secretary 
ot the Treasury McAdoo, who will sub- 
mlth them to congress, and it may be 
that when he gets .them he will at- 
tempt to use tho blue pencil with such 
a diplomatic stroke that it will not of- 
fend his brother secretaries, who are 
quite certain that what they have 
asked Is the "lowest possible." 


The Democrats are worried over the 


increasing expenses of tho govern- 
ment. Their worry is greater because 
they deliberately and as a party meas- 
ure abolished tho commission on econ- 
omy and efficiency, which said H had 
plans under way to save tho govern- 
ment a good many millions a year 
without crippling the service In any 
department. It Is true that the Dem- 
ocrats have an economy commission 
composed of the chiefs of two or thre« 
bureaus In the department of com- 
merce, but there has been no definite 
report made thus far which will en- 
able the administration to cut bard 
enough to save congress from what 
some of Its members seem to fear will 
bo extravagant appropriations. 


Charge Is Hard to Dodge.

One of the most fertile subjects for 


conjecture and argument at the pres- 
ent time Is the high cost of living. 
Any man who has ever showed any 
symptom of having the ability to ica- 
«on has figured it out to his own sat- 
isfaction and can tell his neighbor 
Just where the trouble lies. 


One man who has looked up the 


figures finds that the collossal sum of 
124,000,000,000 has been collected by 
the federal government since its or- 
ganization and that |18,900,000,000 of 
this amount has been spent in mukinj 
and paying for war, and facts, in Ins 
opinion, explain the high cost of Hv- 


. ing. 


Other men have compared the cost 


ol farm products on the farm with 
price that the consumer has to pay for 
them and they have deduced the fact 
that the high cost of living la directly 
due to the huge profits that the mid- 
dleman Is pulling down. 


Other men have loked up the a- 


mount of money that is spent fur ad- 
vertising each year, and they have 
decided that this is the reason why 
living is high, for the cost of advertis- 
ing has to be paid by the ultimate 
consumer. 


Others have prepared statistics on 


the saloon business, apportioning out 
the amount that each man, woman 
and child has to contribute each year 
and the figures are so appalling that 
they blame the grog shop for the high 
cost of living. 


Another man has figured it out that 


the enormous production of gold dur- 
ing the past few years has cheapened 
that commodity and the result is that, 
it takes more money to buy a given 
amount of the necessities of life. 


Then there are some that think it 


is due to moving picture shows, trav- 
eling salesmen, the tendency of people 
to want only the best of everything, 


The socialists say It is because the 


The socvialists say it is because the 
monopolists hog all the profits, and 
the democrats blame it onto the ex- 
travagance of past administrations^ 
and the republicans claim it is be- 
cause so many people are buying an- 
tomobiles instead of putting their mo- 
ney out at interest. 


It may be possible that all ot the 


things enumerated above contribute 
their share toward the high cost of 
living, and the elimination of any one 
of them, were It possible, would only 
be a drop in the bucket. It is a 'fact 
that this is a progressive age. We are 
going in strong for education, and 
when you educate a man along one 
line you educate him along all lines. 
You cannot lift the masses out of the 
gutter on wind alone; it takes some- 
thing substantial. If you educate your 
workman and expand his knowledge 
of things in general, you at the same 
time expand his capacity and desire 
for speeding money, for the things 
higher up >n this world are not obtain- 
able for a song, not unless you are a 
better slug»r than most of us. You 
cannot pay a workman a dollar a day 
and then expect to have him see the 
good things of life and partake of 
them along with the fellow who is 
pulling down ten dollars or more a. day. 
Maybe the high cost of living is only 
another evidence that we are advanc- 
ing from year to year and that the 
producer is receiving a better recom 
pense for his labor; or at least de- 
manding a better one, and in many 
instances he is getting it. 
The indi- 


cations are that, in spite of all efforts 
to the contrary, the cost of living will 
continue to advance.

Mr. Ilalpin thinks that many {arm 


flocks are not getting ciuite the atten- 
tion thai they really deserve and as 
a consequence are not meeting the 
demand for freshly laid eggs. 


"Hight now poultry houses should 


be deeply bedded with dry straw," 
declares Mr. Halpin, "and all the grain 
feed should be worked into this lit 
ter so that the hens may get good 
exercise and amusement hunting for 
it. 
Jf nothing of this kind is done, 


the flock will huddle in one corner of 
the poultry house or in or about one 
of the other farm buildings and will 
seem to lose ail interest in life. 
If 


the flock gels into this lazy and in- 
different habit at this time of the 
year, winter eggs will be few and 
hard to get. It is well to get the hens 
to exercising and 
singing as 
they 


work for their feed and then sell fifty 
cent eggs to the city buyers who want 
the .genuine article. 


"The flock should be given as great 


a variety of grain as possible, some 
corn, wheat, oals and barley mixed 
together, or fed alternately makes a 
satisfactory ration. 
If all of these 


grains are not produced on the farm. 
then feed those 'that are raised. 
On 


real cold nights take some ear corn 
Into the house, thoroughly 
heat 
it 


upon the kitchen stove, then break in 
to small pieces and scatter over the 
feeding floor an hour or more before 
dark. Arrange a mash box or trough 
with a little ground feed where the 
hens may have access to it. They can 
then go to the "pantry" and get "a 
bite" to eat when the grain is gone 
from the litter. A warm mash or 
moist, ground fed, table scraps, etc., 
fed so that all of the flock has access 
to it and only 
what 
they will 
eat 


greedily in fifteen minutes is good for 
laying hens. 


"As insects are no longer available 


skim milk should be fed liberally. If 
this is not obtainable feed some ground 
green bone or meat, about an ounce 
to each hen three times a week, If 
unable to provide any of these, 
buy 


commercial meat serap 
for animal 


feed of some sort helps to fill the egg 
basket."

farmer to engage

was never better. 
Sheep raising for 


mutton will also take on new life as 
an industry, and hogs and 
poultry 


will be In greater demand than ever. 
As the nation must eat, regardless of 
financial 
conditions, 
the 
farmers 


have a safe proposition in going into 
the production of meat animals, and 
there is small probability of over pro- 
duction for many years to come. 


While the situation Is becoming a- 


cute so far as the meat supply Is con- 
cerned, it might readily have been fore 
seen. With rural counties falling off 
In population in consequence of 
the 


rush to the cities, 
farming has not 


kept pace with the industrial growth. 
Then the beef trust has 
insisted on 


taking all the profit on beef animals 
for many years. 
Many farmers have 


tired nf feeding corn and hay to a 
monopoly, and have gone into dairy- 
ing and other branches of farming. 


Some day our city friends will un- 


derstand that their greatest problem 
of the future lies in the rural districts, 
which have fed their wealth to the 
cities for a century and until farming 
conditions became acute.

result of those years is

felt. 


Farmers are getting more and more 
for their products, but with the in- 
crease in land values, the

What Horse-Power IN. 


When we say that an engine de- 


velops 100 horse-power we do not 
mean that one hundred horses could 
produce the pame result. And, as the 
editor of Power remarks, there are 
few engineers who could tell Just how 
the term "horse-power" came into use. 
Its origin Is related in the following 
quotation from "Parey on the Steam 
Engine," published in 1827: 


"Tho machinery in tho great brew- 


eries and distilleries in London was 
then moved by th« strength of horses, 
and the proprietors of thosa establish- 
ments who were first to require what 
number' of horses an intended engine 
would ba equal to. 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments on the strong horses 
employed by the brewers in London, 
and found that a horse of thai kind, 
walking at the rate of two and one- 
half miles per hour, could draw 150 
pounds avolrdupoUe by menus of 4 
rope passing over a pulley, no as to 
raise up that weight with a vertical 
motion, at the rate of 220 feet per 
minute. This exertion of mechanical 
power is equal to 33.000 pounds (or 
528 cubic feet) of water raised ver- 
tically through a space of 1 foot per 
minute, and he denominated it a horse 
power, to serve for a measure of the 
power exerted by his steam engines." 


This,estimate is much beyond thu 


capacity of tho average strong liorse, 
says Power. Smeaton and other enily 
engineers estimated that 22,000 pounds 
per minute was more accurate.—New 
York World.

cost of living. 


Another man has figured It out that 


the enormous production of gold dur- 
ing the past few years has cheapened 
that commodity and the result is that, 
it takes more money to buy a given 
amount of the necessities of life.

a variety of grain as possible, some 
corn,, wheat, oats and barley, mixed 
together, or fed alternately makes a 
satisfactory ration.

real .cold nights' take some ear corn 
into the house, thoroughly heat 
upon the kitchen stove, then break 
to small pieces and scatter over the 
feeding floor an hour or more before 
dark.

Wliat Horse-Power Is. 


When we say that an engine de- 


velops 100 horse-power we do not 
mean that one hundred horses could 
produce the pame result. And, as the 
editor of Power remarks, there aro 
few engineers who could tell Just how 


I the term "horse-power" cnme Into use. 
Its origin is related in the following 
quotation from "Farey on the Steam 
Engine," published in 18:27: 


"The machinery in the great brew- 


eries and distilleries in London was 
then moved by the strength of horses, 
and the proprietors of those establish- 
ments who were first to require what 
number'of. horses an intended engine 
would bo equal to. 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments on the strong horses 
employed by the brewers in London, 
and found that a horse of that kind, 
walking at the rate of two and one- 
half miles per hour, could draw. 130 
pounds avoirdupolse by means of 4 
rope passing over a pulley, no as to 
raise up that weight with a vertical 
motion, at the rato of 220 feet per 
minute. 
This exertion of mechanical 


power is equal'to 33.000 pounds (or 
528 cubic feet). of water raised ver- 
tically through a space of 1 foot p^r 
minute, and he denominated it a horsr- 
power, to serve for a measure of tins 
power exerted by his steam engines." 


This.estimate is much beyond the 


capacity of the average strong horse, 
says Power. Smeaton and other eaily 
englneers estimated that 22,000 pounds 
per minute was'more accurate.—New 
York World.

full operation next (Week. f i There 'are 
still some,finishing touches to put^on, 
but, all Of the1 machinery is installed 
and has been running to" a'llmitedAex- 
'tent since Monday.

l' /When the first mill belonging to 


this company was built, paper mills on 
the Wisconsin river were in their in- 
fancy, and the old original, mill was 
not much of a masterpiece either in 
architectural beauty or handlness as 
paper mills go nowadays, but if any- 
body imagines that the present,plant 
was modeled after the old one in any 
way, they are mistaken. 


The new power house is constructed 


of, a deep red brick with a rough sur- 
face and presents a most handsome

A, R, HIRST TALKS 


TO COUNTY BOARD 


A. R, Hirst, state highway com- 


mlsioncr, was in the city on Thurs- ' 
d«y and while here improved tho op- 
portunity to talk to our county board 
members on the subjecUof highways.' 
in general, Mr. Hirst has been at tho 
head of the state highway commis- 
sion for anumber of years past and 
Is not only well informed on the sub- 
ject 
of 
highway 
construction, but 


those who have heard his advice dur- 
ing "the time he has bcne in office* and 
heeded it. have been unanimous in 
saying that Mr. Hirst Is not only a. 
good man to meet and do business/ 
with, but that ho understands his bu- 
siness and that he invariably advises 
iho proper course to pursue, when all 
the conditions are conslclered,. 


In Mr. Hirst's talk to the board 


members he convoyed tho impression 
that Wood county was going a trifle- 
strong on the road proposition, and 
that it might be well to slow up a 
trifle. 


Mr, Hirst also explained that the 


present macadam, roads that are be- 
ing built in muny places thrubut the 
country arc not 
indestruclible, as1 


many think they are, but that under 
existing conditions they last for only 
about five years, when it is necessaryy 
to di£ them up txnd put on a now 
surface, when' they will be good for 
another term of years. .The life of 
the road can bo extended very ma- 
terially, however, by, oiling it once a : 
year, at a cost of. several hundred 
dollars a mile. 


The matter of building a road,that 


will stand the trafHc nowadays IH more 
of a problem than it was a few years; 
ago, owing to the. existence of the 
heavy, high speed automobile, which 
runs thru the country at n, rale which, 
a. few years ago, was not thought of 
on country roads. .In those days al- 
most any,kind of a stone road would 
wear a good many years, and with 
a little, attention and repairs It was 
possible, once- a.macadam road wag.-', 
installed, to keep it In existence al- 
most definitely. 
Now It is different. 


"When it would seem as if a pneumat- . 
Jc tire would roll over a road with' 
very'little danmge, and it will, at a 
low-rate of speed, but when they (let 
to moving at thirty miles an hour or 
• 


more, the pneumatic tire -devolopes 
an enormous amount of suction that 
tears the We filling out from between 
tho stones and after a time leaves 
the once smooth road In a very rough 
and objectionable condition. 


In many places roads are now being- 


built of concrete, it having been found . 
by experience that while the first cost 
of the road was more, the life of tho 
highway was so much longer that It 
was cheaper In the end. Then con- 
crete, makes a better and smoother' 
road and a much easier one to haul 
over during Its entire life. 


This road proposition-.Is becoming 


quite a problem. If you are In favor 
of good roads and want them Improv- .. 
cd without delay it .Is possible that

PROVE THE WORLD REVOLVES 


JBImple Experiment, Outlined by Ger- 


man Publication, Will Convince 


', 
the Most Skeptical. 


Perhaps a no more accurate proof 


that the earth Is constantly revolving 
«*n be given than that recently pub- 
lished in a German paper which gives 
tbe following directions for substan- 
tiating the same: 


Take a good-sized bowl, fill It near- 


Jy full of water and place it upon the 


floor of a room which is not exposed 
to shaking or jarring from the street. 
Sprinkle pulverized chalk over the wa- 
ter. 


Then upon the surface of this coat- 


ing make, with powdered charcoal, a 
straight black line, say an Inch or 
two in length. Having made this lit- 
tle black mark with the charcoal pow- 
der on the surface of the contents of 
the bowl, lay down upon the floor, 
close to the bowl, a stick or some 
other straight object so that it will be 
eiactlj1 parallel with the mark. If the 


line happens to be parallel with a 
crack in the floor or with any station- 
ary object in the room this will serve 
as well. 


Leave the bowl undisturbed for a 


few hours and then observe the posi- 
tion of the black mark with reference 
to the object that it was parallel with. 
It will be found to have moved about, 
and to have moved 
from east 
to 


west—that is to say, in the direction 
opposite to that of the movement of 
the earth on its axis. The earth, hi 
simply revolving, haa carried the wa- 


ter and everything else In the bowl 
around with It, but the ponder haa 
been left behind a little. The line 
will always be found to have moved 
from east to west, which proves that 
everything elso has moved the other 
way.

Honor System at Waupun. 


That the "honor system," adopted 


by Warden Edward Allen of the Joliet 
(Illinois) state penitentiary has been 
in use iu Wisconsin for more than a 
year was "the statement In an inter- 
view by Warden AVoodward of the 
Waupun prison. 
Warden Woodward, 


before his appointment by Governor 
McGovern to the head of the AVau- 
pun 
prison 
occupied a Methodist 


Episcopal pulpit, and probably enjoys 
the distinction of being the only "par- 
son warden" in the United States. 


Woodward 
said that the 
"honor 


system" as applied to road camps had 
not been tried out in AVisconsia, but 
that it might be attempted during the 
next summer. 


"We have had no experience with 


the honor system as applied to road 
work of convicts," said Warden Wood- 
ward. "We may try that out next 
year, If any county asks for convict 
labor 
I expect to visit convict road 


ramps in other states within the next 
few weeks and get a better under- 
standing of the methods. 


"However, the honor system has 


been used for a long time along other 
lines in the AVisconsin prison. 
Since 


July, 1912, trusties have been sent to 
the prison farm, a distance of more 
than a mile, without guards. 
From 


twelve to fifteen men are in the 'farm 
gang' and they work from 5:00 to 7:00 
or 8:00 p. m. in mudsummer, in Held 
and garden. 
Other men have worked 


in the stone quarrj' and at digging 
ditches without being guarded. 


"AVe have had no violation of our 


honor system in all the time it has 
been in operation," said Warden Wood- 
ward. "Of course we have dealt with 
the best class of prisoners, and if road 
camps axe established it probably will 
be left to the discretion of ihe warden 
to select the men to go to them, and 
the same rule will appl.v " 


Muiic Students Increasing. 


The enrollment of the music school 


at the university haa increased amaz- 
ingly the past few years. 


There are 85 regulars, as against 60 


last year, and 09 freshmen compered 
to 22 in 1912. 


Two hundred and ninety-two stu- 


dents from oilier colleges elect music 
courses, as against 237 last year. The 
total enrollment is 37T, a gain of 27 
per cent, over the 1912 enrollment. 


Thirty-two Ask for Parole. 


The state board of control will meet 


at Waupun to consider applications] 
for parole that have been filed by 32 
prisoners. A member of the board 
said that John F. Dietz had recently 
attempted to get a hearing under the 
law passed to compensate prisoners, 
but he had been advised that no re- 
lief could be granted until he had 
been pardoned by the governor. 


Labor Demand Is Less. 


Demand for labor Is falling off and 


unemployment is increasing, accord- 
ing to reports received by the Wis- 
consin state industrial 
commission 


from the state employment offices. 


Help wanted at the Milwaukee free 


employment office decreased 20 per 
cent, iu October, 1913. as compared 
with October, 1912. Applications for 
work increased almost 70 per cent. 
Outside of Milwaukee the decrease in 
demand has been slight, but the in- 
crease in the applications for work 
has been very great. 


Millions of Tobacco Growers. 


It Is roughly estimated that between 


five ard seven millions of dollars wul 
be paid to tobacco growers of Wis- 
consin for the 1913 crop. The farmers 
who received 15 cents for their crop 
will 
realize 
something 
like 1,500 


pounds per acre. Tbe flurry of pur- 
chasing which swept the local buyers 
with small capital off their feet three 
weeks ago has abated and prices in 
consequence 
have 
dropped. 
The 


weather has been exceptionally good 
for curing and there is little shed burn 
reported.

the Wisconsin Sunday school associa- 
tion closed in the city of Sheboygan 
with the election of officers after the 
most successful meeting in the organ- 
ization's history.

Dairy Farming In Wisconsin. 


Dairy farming has developed rapid- 


ly In Wisconsin during the past few 
decades. 
In 190T, according to the 


1908 report of the Wisconsin state 
board of agriculture, there were In 
AVtsconsin 1,143,600 cows, valued at 
»24,834,46E, as compared with 799,104 
head of other cattle valued at $9,794,- 
883. 
Apparently there has been a 


marked Increase each year in 
the 


number of cows kept iu AVisconsin. 
It is true, however, that the improve- 
ment of the dairy cow has not kept 
pace with her Increased prominence. 
Thousands of farmers who profess to 
be dairymen are keeping and milking 
cows of inferior and unprofitable types 
today, the production of which Is ex- 
ceeded by better bred cows by at 
least 50 per cent. It is evident from 
the inability and failure on the part 
of men to improve their live stock 
that some organization is needed that 
will educate, encourage and help them 
to better their conditions. 


The purpose of community organi- 


zation for breeders of dairy cattle is 
to secure the co-operation of the va- 
rious breeders of a community In the 
production and improvement of high 
grade and pure-bred dairy cattle and 
in establishing a reputation for the 
community as a breeding center. The 
advantages of this plan are: Concen- 
trated attention along definite lines; 
co-operation of the breeders in estab- 
lishing high standards for the com- 
munity and encouragement 
for the 


owners of several herds to produce a 
distinct type and to supply a large 
number of such animals to meet the 
demand created by co-operative ad- 
vertising. 
Through the meetings of 


the organization its members are kept 
Informed of the progress in all that 
pertains to their work. Through co- 
operation they may secure protection 
against fraud and contagious diseases 
and may secure many advantages not 
available to the individual 
breeder. 


Breeders' associations can secure of- 
ficial tests for advanced registry at 
less cost than where such associa- 
tions do not exist. 


Advantages in buying and selling 


are secured through co-operative ad- 
vertising; through the purchase of 
best breeding males for use in several 
herds and through co-operatton In p\ir- 
chasing and importing n number of 
choice animals, 
liy exchanging ani- 


mals the members may improve their 
herds with good blood without im- 
porting animals from a distance. 


State Norwegians to Exhibit. 


Models and pictures which will il- 


lustrate how Norwegians have pros- 
pered in Wisconsin will be bhown in 
the Wisconsin exhibit at the exposi- 
tion in Christlania next year iu cele- 
bration of the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the adoption of the declaration 
of Independence, according to Olaf 1. 
Rove, Norwegian consul.

He says that the committee

expenses of sending the exhibit. 


"We estimate that $15,000 will be 


enough," said Mr. Rove. 
"This we 


plan to raise by inducing 100 persons 
to give $100 each and the same num- 
ber to give $50 each. 
AVe will have 


some one to take charge of the' exhib- 
it, and to be with It ag_ long as the 
exposition lasts. 


"Among the .things which probably 


will be shown are a dugout like those 
used by the earliest Norwegian set- 
tlers of the state. There also may be 
a hut such as was used In the early 
days, and beside it a modern farm- 
house. Pictures of prominent Norwe- 
gians of the state probably will be ex- 
hibited."

by Warden Edward Allen o£ the Joliet 
(Illinois) state penitentiary has been 
in use in Wisconsin for more than a 
year was~the statement in an inter- 
view by Warden Woodward of. the 
.Waupun prison. 
Warden Woodward, 


before his appointment by Governor 
McGovern, to the head of the Wau- 
pun 
prison 
occupied a 
Methodist 


Episcopal pulpit, and probably enjoys 
the distinction o£ being the only "par- 
:son "warden" in the United States. 


Woodward 
said that 
the 
"honor 


/system" as applied to road camps had 
not been tried out in Wisconsin, but 
'that it might be attempted during the 
'next summer.' 
"We have' had no experience with 


the1 honor system as applied to road 
work of-convicts," said Warden Wood- 
ward. "We may try that out next 
year, if any county asks for convict 
labor. I expect to visit convict road 
"camps In other states within the next 
few weeks and get a better under- 
standing of the methods. 
: "However, the honor system has 
been used for a long time along other 
lines in the Wisconsin prison. Since 
July, 1912, trusties have been sent to 
the" prison farm, a distance of more 
than a mile,' without guards. 
From 


twelve to fifteen men are in the 'farm 
gang' and they work from 5:00 to 7:00 
or 8:00" p. m. in mudsuminer, in field 
and garden. 
Other men have worked 


in the stone quarry and at digging 
ditches without being guarded. 


"We have had no violation of our 


honor system in all the time it has 
been in operation'," said Warden Wood- 
ward. "Of course we have dealt with 
the best class of prisoners, and if road 
camps are established it probably will 
be left to the discretion of the warden 
to select the men to go to them, and 
the same rule will apply." 


Music Students Increasing. 


The enrollment of the music school 


at the university has increased amaz- 
ingly the past few years. 
There are 85 regulars, as against GO 


last year, and 39 freshmen compared 
to 22" in 1912. 
Two hundred and nLnetj'-two stu- 


dents from other colleges elect music 
courses, as against 237 last year. .The 
total enrollment is 377, a gain of 27 
per cent, over the 1912 enrollment. 


Thirty-two Ask for Parole. 


The state board of control will meet 


at Waupun to consider applications 
for parole that have been filed by 32 
prisoners. 
A member of the board

Labor Demand la Less. 


Demand for labor is falling oS and 


unemployment is increasing, "accord- 
ing to reports received by the Wis- 
consin state industrial 
commission 


from the state employment offices. 


Help wanted at the Milwaukee free 


employment office decreased 20 per 
cent, in October, 1913, as compared 
with October, 1912. Applications for 
work increased almost 70 per cent. 
Outside of Milwaukee the decrease in 
demand has been slight, but the in- 
crease in the applications for work 
has been, very great. 


Millions of Tobacco Growers. 


It is roughly estimated that between 


five ar.d seven millions of dollars will 
be paid to tobacco growers of Wis- 
consin for the 1913 crop. The farmers 
who received 15 cents for their crop 
will realize 
something 
like 
1,500 


pounds per acre. The flurry of pur- 
chasing which swept the local buyers 
with small capital off their feet three 
•weeks ago has abated and prices in 
consequence .have 
dropped. 
The 


weather has been exceptionally good 
for curing and there is little sted burn 
reported. 


Dairy Farming In" W!»con§1n. 


Dairy?' farming has-developed rapid- 


ly in Wisconsin during the past few 
decades; 
In 1307; according to the 


1908" report of the Wisconsin state 
board of agriculture, there were in 
Wisconsin. 1,143,606 cows, valued at 
?2-li,834,46S, as compared with 799,104 
head of. other cattle valued at $9,794,- 
S83. 
Apparently there has been a 


marked increase each year in 
the 


number of cows kept in Wisconsin. 
It is'-tme, however, that the improve- 
ment of the dairy cow has not kept 
•pace with her increased prominence. 
Thousands of farmers who profess to 
be dairymen are keeping and milking 
cows of inferior and unprofitable types 
today, the production of which is ex- 
ceeded by better bred cows by at 
least 50 per cent. It is evident from 
the inability and failure on the part 
of men to improve their live stock 
that some organization is needed that 
will educate, encourage -and help them 
to better their conditions. 


The purpose of community organi- 


zation for breeders of dairy cattle is 
to secure the co-operation of the va- 
rious breeders of a community in the 
production and improvement of high 
grade and pure-bred dairy cattle and 
in establishing a reputation for the 
community as a breeding center. The 
advantages of this plan are: 
Concen- 


trated attention along definite lines; 
co-operation of the breeders in estab- 
lishing high standards for the com- 
munity and encouragement for the 
owners of several herds to produce a 
distinct type and to supply a large 
number of such animals to meet the 
demand created by co-operative ad- 
vertising. 
Through the meetings of 


the organization its members are kept 
informed of the progress in all that 
pertains to their work. Through co- 
operation they may secure protection 
against fraud and contagious diseases 
and may secure many advantages not 
available to the individual breeder. 
Breeders' associations can secure of- 
ficial tests for advanced registry at 
less cost than where such associa- 
tions do not exist. 


Advantages in buying and selling 


are secured through co-operative ad- 
vertising; through the purchase of 
best breeding males for use in several 
herds and through co-operation in pur- 
chasing and 'importing a number of 
choice animals. 
By exchanging ani- 


mals the members may improve their 
herds with good blood without Im- 
porting animals from a distance. .

Madison of Norwegians from various 
parts of the state to arrange the ex- 
hibit.

Washington.—Congress at tbe regu- 


lar session will be asked to appropri- 
ate ?1,260,000,QOO to run the govern-

his department and the word 4s that 
each secretary has attempted to keep 
his estimates within economic limits. 
Even If that be granted, the amount Is 
greater than that ever asked before, 
except In war years. 


The estimates will go to Secretary 


of the Treasury McAdoo, who will sub- 
'mlth them to congress, and It may be 
that when he gets,them he will at- 
tempt to use the blue pencil with sSich 
a diplomatic stroke that it will not of- 
fend his,brother secretaries, who are 
quite certain that what they havo 
asked Is' the "lowest possible." 


The Democrats are worried over the 


Increasing 
expenses of tho govern- 


ment. Their worry Is greater because 
they deliberately and as a party meas- 
ure.abolished,;the commission'' on econ- 
omy and eJBciency,, which said It had 
plans under way to save the,- govern- 
ment a. good,'many' millions a year 
without crippling the service in any 
department, lt;Is true that the Dem- 
ocrats have an economy commission 
composed of the chiefs of two or threo 
bureaus In .the department of com- 
merce, but there has been no definite 
report made thus far which will en- 
able the administration to cut hard 
enough to save congress from what 
some of Its members seem to fear will 
be extravagant appropriations. 


Charge is Hard to Dodge.

urly considerable additional money, 
more than enough' probably to offset 
the reduction .in revenue under the 
new tariff •bill..

is probably true that' the cabinet offi- 
cers have kept things down as well 
as they can, but the plaguing thing 
is the charge that if the plans of the 
economy commission which was abol 
ished had been followed, the..depart- 
rneuts could get just as much out of 
$90(3,000,000 as they can out of three 
million and a. quarter more. 
,,It was not so many years'ago that 
congreesmen representing a then m 
nority party talked about the extrava 
gance of the opposition

and 


spoke of the possibilities of a billion 
dollar congress. Probably no one at

HANKSG1VING DAT has a long 
and curious history and did not 
originate entirely 
with the Pil- 


grims at Plymouth, for Thanksgiv- 
ing dajs are mentioned in the Bi- 
ble—da>s 
set 
apart 
for giving 


thanks to God for some special 
merty 
These clajs of fast and 


prayer were customary in England 


4 
before the Reformation, and later 


the Protestants appointed certain dajs of praise 
and thanks for various blessings 
The discov- 


ery of the Gunpowder Plot in 1605 in London 
brought the common sentiment of Thanksgiving. 
A scheme had been formed to blow up parlia- 
ment house on the 5th of November, the first 
da} of the session. Great quantities of gunpow- 
der and Inflammable material were found con- 
cealed in the vaults underneath the building The 
plot was discovered and the traitors were exe- 
cuted 
In consequence of this deliverance the 


day was ordered to be kept as "a public thanks- 
giving to Almighty God" every year that ' un- 
feigned thankfulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may jield praises to Gods 
divine majesty for the same " All ministers were 
ordered to say prapers thereon, for which special 
forms were provided. This annual thanksgiving, 
together with one established later on May 29, 
was abolished in 1833 in England, for both had 
fallen Into disuse For seveial jcars afterwards, 
however, these days were recognized in New 
England by the Episcopal church on account of 
Its place In their church calendars 
England 


continued to have special dav appointed for giv- 
ing thanks, and as reoenth as 1^72 there was a 
day selected for the public to offer prajers of 
thanksgiving for the recover> of the late King 
Edward, then prince of Wales, from 
tjphoid 


fever 


The first thanksgiving on the American conti- 


nent was held by an English minister named 
Wolfall and was celebrated off the roast of New- 
foundland 
This pious man accompanied the 


Frobisher expedition which brought the first Eng- 
lish colony to North America 
The log of the 


ship gives the record of the day s observances 
and tells how on Monday, May 28, 1578, aboard 
the Ayde, the men received communion, and how 
Minister Wolfall in a sermon ga\ e humble and 
hearty thanks to God for his miraculous deliver- 
ance in these dangerous places 
This was the 


first Christian sermon preached in North Ameri- 
can waters 
Again m 1607 there was a similar 


service neld at Sagadahoc—a little village on 
the coast of Maine 
There is little record of 


this thanksgiving except that it consumed only 
a few hours of the day, after which the people 
returned to their labors 


The great American Thanksgiving day had its 


origin in the Massachusetts colony in 1621, and 
Gov. 
William Bradford, the first governor of that 


little band of sturdv pilgrims, sent out the first 
Thanksgiving proclamation, setting apart a day 
for praver and rejoicing over the plenteous har- 
vest of that vear 
The Englishmen recalled their 


Gu> Fawkes th.mksgiving, and the Dutch remem- 
bered hearing their ancestors speak of the great 
day of praise and prayer held at Leyden, Hol- 
land, in 157&, when that city was delivered from 
a siege 
So, the entire colonj began their pious 


preparation for what proved to be the gayest 
Thanksgiving the colon} ever knew, for after 
the first one, which lasted several dajs, the 
Puritan Thanksgiving meant long sermons, long 
prajprs and long faces 
Governor Bradford de- 


termined that the initial Thanksgiving should be 
celebrated with no little ceremony and that 
feasting should play a part in the occasion. His- 
tory tells us that he sent out four men, who 
were to search for game for the feast. Many 
fowls were shot—in fact, enough to meet the 
wants of the colony for a week 
Mild turke}S 


predominated, so it seems that the turkey made 
Its appearance early In the history of Thanks- 
giving. The day selected was December 13 (old 
style) 
At the dawn of that day a small cannon 


was flred from the hill and a procession was 
formed near the beach, close to where the 
Plymouth Rock now rests 
Elder Brewster, wear- 


ing his ^ministerial garb and carrying the Bible, 
led the'procession as it moved solemnly along 
the street. 
The men walked three abreast, with 


Governor Bradford in the rear 
There was a 


long service m the meeting house and after it 
was over there was a dinner—and such a din- 
ner had never been knovn in the colony, for, 
apart from the savor} turkey and other wild 
fowl, the women had done their share in pro- 
viding good things from the limited supply at 
their command 
The most dramatic incident oc- 


curred when the dinner was in progress, for as 
If by magic 90 friendly red 'men, under King 
Massasoit, appeared, carrvlng haunches of veni- 
son as an addition to the feast 
Thanksgiving 


da} soon lengthened into davs, for the psalm- 
singing and 
feasting 
interspersed 
with 
war 


dances, were continued several davs 


After that Thanksguin? dajs took on a differ- 


ent aspect and occurred at anv season, some 
times twice a yepr, or sometimes a jear or two 


were skipped, just as It 
pleased the governor of 
the 
colony, until 1C64, 


when the day became a 
formal one in Massachu- 
setts 
Other colonies fol- 


lowed the example, and 
pretty soon all New Eng- 
land 
joined 
in giving 


thanks on the same day. 


During the Revolution- 


ary 
war 
Thanksgiving 


days became a fashion, 
and the continental con- 
gress set apart at least 
eight 
days 
during one 


year 
for that 
purpose 


On 
December 
18, 1777, 


General 
Washington 
is- 


sued a proclamation for a 
general Thanksgiving to 
be celebrated by the sol- 
diers of the Continental army. In 1789 congress 
decided to ask the president to issue a proclama- 
tion asking the people to suspend work and give 
thanks on a certain day of the year. There had 
been considerable opposition to the passage of 
the bill, some of the reasons given being more 
humorous than serious 
President Washington 


acquiesced in the wishes of congress and issued 
a proclamation appointing November 26 of that 
year as the day for the American people to join 
m thanksgiving to God for the care and pro- 
tection he had given them in their plentiful 
harvest and freedom from epidemics 


From time to time our presidents issued 


proclamations but it was generally left to the 
governors of the states to determine on «hat 
day it should occur Under the administration of 
John Adams two national fast days were ob- 
served, but no real Thanksgiving 
It was not 


until 1815, after three national fasts on account 
of the war, that another national Thanksgiving 
was appointed bv the president, James Madison 
This was dje to peace with Great Britain 
After 


this there was another lull In proclamations as 
far as presidents were concerned until 1849, when 
President Taylor set a day of fast on August the 
third on account of the cholera. Meanwhile the 
national Thanksgiving day seemed to be/d}ing 
out, 
except in the New England states. 
Then 


came the Civil war, and the nation was again 
summoned to fasting, and two such days were 
kept in 1861—January 4 and September 20—but 
it was not until 1863 that the horizon had so 
brightened as to warrant the appointment of a 
national Thanksgiving 
Immediately after the 


Battle of Gettysburg Mrs Sarah J Hale, a Boston 
woman, wrote to President Lincoln suggesting a 
national thanksgiving, and following her advice, 
the president set apart Thursday, August 6, as 
a dav of "praise and prayer" On November 26 
of the same year another Thanksgiving was kept, 
and this was really a great festiial and observed 
in every northein state 
In 1864 the 24th of 


November was kept. 
After this, with one ex- 


ception, our great national day of thanks has 
been celebrated on the last Thursday in No- 
vember. 


The presidential proclamations contain very 


little that is new or original and usually take the 
form of an essay 
In 1898, after the Spanish- 


American war, President McKmlej had a chance 
to vary the conventional form by 'giving special 
thanks for the restoration of peace" This mas 
just 100 >ears after Washington's proclamation 
President Roosevelt, who aluavs did original 
things, declared "that a Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion could not be made a brilliant epigrammati- 
cal paper" 
The proclamation of the president 


stamps the feast with a sort of official character 
—something possessed by no other holiday This 
proclamation does not make it a legal hohdaj— 
it merely recommends that the people suspend 
business for the day. A special statute in each 
state is required to make the day a legal holi- 
day, 
and this has r)ot been enacted in every 


state 


TUB day was originally set apart for thanksgiv- 


ing, 
fasting, praver and religious devotions but 


the modern Thanksgiving has become a day of 
feasting and jollity and is mado the occasion 
of all sorts of sports and festivities 
The craze 


for outdoor life keeps many from the churches, 
although the places of worship continue to be 
filled with "a goodly company," who gather to 
give thanks to him "from whom cometh every 
good and every perfect gift" 


The turkey is still king of the Thanksgiving 


feast and as an addition the good things of the 
field and vineyard have been added 
The famous 


pijjeon pie, which was a popular Thanksgiving 
dish in the early part of the nineteenth century, 
is rarely seen m these days 
The v ild pigeons, 


whirh alighted in great numbers on the buck- 
wheat fields were enticed by a decoy duck with- 
in a spring net and caught bj 
the hundred 


They were kept alive and fattened on gram until 
the dav before Thanksgiving, when thev were 
killed and made into a pie for the Thanksgiving 
table 
i 


Most of the old custorr.; of the day h;ne 


passed out of existence. The turkey raffle with 
dice is still a custom in some parts of the coun 
try. 
Usually the turkey is a tough bird, which 


was purchased cheap by the proprietor of the 
saloon (for the raffle usually takes place there) 
The raffle, of course, draws a crowd of men, who 
incidentally patronize the bar during the pro 
ceedings. 
Another sportive feature of Thanks 


giving no longer in vogue was the 
shooting 


match, where live tuikeys tied to sticks were 
used. 
This cruel practice was abandoned be 


cause the New England clergy objected, not on 
account of its cruelty, but because it kept th 
men away from the church service 
This reason 


seems to fit in with the idea of the men back in 
the seventeenth century who, while they wen 
eating a Thanksgiving dinner of venison discov 
ered that the deer had been killed on Sunday 
They at once sent for the Indian and had him 
publicly whipped, and also compelled him ti 
return the money which he had been paid fo: 
the deer 
This being done, they at once re- 


sumed their dinner and finished up the venison 


New York city is responsible for the stranges 


of all Thanksgiving customs, and one which ha« 
only recently died out. 
Young men and boys 


used to dress themselves In fantastic garb and 
parade the streets—hundreds of the boys wear 
ing their sisters' old clothes, their faces smearec 
with paint and their heads covered with wigs 
As late as 1885 they held parades and made tb 
street hideous with their thumping drums and 
blaring trumpets. 
In 1870 this queer perform 


ance took on the dignity of a political parade an( 
prizes were distributed to the companies wearing 
the most unique clothing 
Senator William M 


Tweed, the famous political boss of that period 
was the donor of a prize of $590 in gold 
This 


custom was 
undoubtedly a survival of Gu> 


Fawkes days, carried out on a later day In the 
}ear, for some unknown reason it was practlcec 
only in New York city. 


Thanksgiving baj always been a day of char 


ity, and in the old days it was considered bad 
luck to turn even a tramp from the door, and 
today our friendly Inns, almshouses ..nd charlt 
able institutions have their turkey dinners, usual 
ly gifts from charitable people 
Our prisons, too 


serve their inmates with a hearty meal and have 
some sort of service of praise. The customs o 
the great national holiday may have change 
somewhat, yet the spirit of the first Thanksgiv 
ing, 
which was held at PI} mouth, in 1621, uti! 


hovers about the national day of prayer an 
praise of the twentieth centur}—a spirit 
o 


thankfulness to God for his mercy and kindnes: 
to the people of our great American republic.

hrougbout Western Canada shows a 
more wonderful yield than usual of 
wheat, oats, barley and flax, all of 
which was harvested, and threshed iu 
perfect order. Not only was the av- 
•rago yield excellent over the entire 
country, but the quality was of the 
ilghest standard. Without going into 
Igurea, It Is sufficient to say that 
wheat graded almost universally very 
near the top. Reports are to hand 
showing yields of wheat from many 
lelds which averaged forty 
bushels 


per acre, and weighing 65 pounds to 
,he measured bushel. Oats were very 
leavy, running from fifty to one hun- 
dred and fifteen bushels to the acre. 
Barley also was a very heavy yieldcr 
and kept up the reputation o£ Western 
lanada as a producer of that cereal.' 
In many parts of the country the yield ] 
of flax exceeded the earlier expecta-, 
:ions, but In other parts, there was | 
some loss on account of winds blow-1 
ng off the boll. Hundreds of farm- 
ers who have only beon in the country 
three or four years, with but little 
means when they arrived, will, out of 
the crop of this year, clean up all their 
ndebtedness, and be able to put some- j 
thing aside for further Improvements 
on their farms and homes which are 
now freed of incumbrance. The writ- 
er has just heard of the experience 
of a man in the Battleford district 
that is worth repeating 
He went lo 


the district seven or eight years ago, 
with no money, worked for a time, got 
a team of horses, did some freighting 
and homesteaded a quarter section of 
land. He now owns 480 acres of land, 
clear of all incumbrances, and has 
wheat, oats, barley and hay, as well 
as a good number of horses, cattle and 
nogs, feeding rough grain to the stock. 
He is a firm believer in mixed farming 
The fifty dollars that he first earned 
in the country has now Increased to 
$25,000. He has never had a crop 
failure. Instances of this kind could 
be repeated over and over again. 


There is a Dane, named Key, east 


of Saskatoon, whose oats this year 
went 110 bushels to the acre, and his 
wheat 40 bushels 
He has paid off 


the mortgage on his farm, and now 
contemplates a trip to Denmark, to 
visit his old home. He has no more 
cares or worries, but Is anxious to 
have more of his people settle in that 
part. It is not only the farmer with 
limited means and small area of land 
who is doing well, and has done won- 
derfully in Western Canada this year, 
but the man with means, the man who 
is able to conduct successful farming 
on a large scale and many opportuni- 
ties offer for such in Western Canada, 
also has increased his bank account 
handsomely 
A farmer in Southern 


Alberta raised ."50,000 bushels of grain 
in 1913, and made almost a fortune 
out of it. In Saskatchewan and in 
Manitoba is to be heard the same 
story of what has been done by the 
farmer i\orlcing a large area, which 
he is able to do successfully, by the 
use of improved farm machinery, en- 
abling him to cut hundreds of acres 
a day, and plow the land immediately 
with large traction outfits. No better 
recommendation could be given the 
country than the fact that during the 
past year, upwards of 400,000 settlers 
arrived In Canada, the greater num- 
ber of whom \\ ent to the farm. There 
are still many thousands of 
home- 


steads still available, capable of pro- 
ducing such crops and maintaining 
such herds as has made rich men out

What Horse-Power T.s. 


When wo say that an engine do- 


' velops 100 horse-power we do not 
mean that one hundred horses'could 
produce the same result. 
And^' as the 


editor, of Power remarks, there are 
'few engineers who could tell Just how 


j the term "horse-power" came into use. 
'l(.s-origin is related in the following 
quotation from "Farey on the Steam 
Engine," published" In 1S27: 


"Tho' machinery in tho great brew- 


eries and-dlaUllerles in London was 
then moved by tho strength"of horses, 
and the proprietors of those e»tablish- 
menta' who wore first to require what 
number'of horses an intended engine 
would bo eciual to. 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments on the slrong horses 
employed by the brewers in L,ondon, 
and found that a horse of that kind, 
walking at tho rate of two and one- 
half miles per hour, could draw 1»0 
pounds avoirdupoise by means _of i 
rope passing over a pulley, HO as to 
raise 'up that weight with a vertical 
motion, at the rate of 220 feet per 
minute. 
This exertion of mechanical 


power is equa;rto;33.000 pounds (or 
528 .cubic feet), of water raised ver- 
tically through a space of 1: foot per 
minute,"and he denominated, it a horse 
power, to serve for a m easuro of the 
power exerted by his steam engines," 


This,,estimate is much "beyond the 


capacity of tho average strong h'orse, 
says Power. Smeaton and. other-early 
engineers estimated that 22,0.00 pounds 
per minute was"more accurate.—-New 
York World.

HANKSGIVING DAY has u long 
and curious history and did not 
originate 
entirely 
with 
the .Pil- 


grims at Plymouth, for Thanksgiv- 
ing days are mentioned in the Bi- 
ble—days 
set 
apart 
for giving 


thanks to God for some 
special 


mercy. 
These days of fast and 


prayer were customary in England 
before the Reformation', and later 


the Protestants appointed certain days of praise _ 
and thanlcs for various blessings. 
The discov- 


ery of the Gunpowder Plot in .1605 in London 
brought the common sentiment of Thanksgiving. 
A scheme had been formed to blow up parlia- 
ment house on the 5th o£ November, the. first, 
day of the session. Great quantities of gunpow- 
der and inflammable material were found con- 
cealed In the vaults underneath the building. The 
plot was discovered and the traitors were exe- 
cuted. 
In consequence of this' deliverance the 


day was ordered to be kept as "a public thanks- 
giving to Almighty God" every year that "un- 
feigned thankfulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may yield praises to God's 
divine majesty for the same." 'All ministers were 
ordered to say prepers thereon, for which special 
forms were provided. This annual thanksgiving, 
together with one. established later on May 29, 
was abolished in 1833 in England, for both had 
fallen into disuse. For several years afterwards, v 
however, these days were recognized in New 
England by the Episcopal church on account of 
Its placo in their church calendars. 
England 


continued to have special days appointed for giv- 
ing thanks, and as recently as 1872 there was a 
day selected for the public to offer prayers of 
thanksgiving for the recovery of the late King 
Edward, then prince of Wales, 
from 
typhoid 


fever, 


Tho first thanksgiving on the American conti- 


nent was held by an English 'minister named 
Wolfall, and was celebrated off tho coast of New- 
foundland. 
This pious man accompanied the 


Frobisher expedition which brought tho first Eng- 
lish colony to North America. 
The log of the 


ship gives the record of the day's observances ' 
and tells how on Monday, May 28, 1578, aboard 
tho Ayde,'the men received communion, and how 
Minister Wolfall in a sermon gave humble and 
hearty thanks to God for his miraculous deliver- 
ance in these dangerous places. 
This, was the 


first Christian sermon preached in North Ameri- 
can waters. Again in 1607 there was a similar 
service held at Sagadahoc—a little village on 
the coast of Maine. 
There is little record of 


this thanksgiving except that it consumed only 
a few hours of the day, after which the people 
returned to their labors. 


The great American Thanksgiving day had its 


origin in the Massachusetts colony in 1621, and 
Gov. 
William Bradford, the first governor of that 


little band o£ sturdy pilgrims, sent out the first 
Thanksgiving proclamation, setting apart a day 
for prayer and rejoicing over the plenteous har- 
vest of that year. The Englishmen recalled their 
Guy Fawkes thanksgiving, and the Dutch remem- 
bered hearing their ancestors speak of the great 
day of praise and prayer held at Leyden, Hol- 
land, in 157S, when that city was delivered from 
a siege. So, the entire colony began their pious 
preparation for what proved to be the. gayest 
Thanksgiving the colony fever knew, .for- after 
the first one, which lasted several days, the 
Puritan Thanksgiving meant long sermons; long 
prayers and long faces. 
Governor Bradford de- 


termined that the initial Thanksgiving should be 
celebrated with no little ceremony and. that 
feasting should play a part in the occasion. His- 
tory tolls us that he sent out four men, who 
were to search for game for the feast. 
Many 


fowls were shot—in fact, enough to meet the 
wants of the colony for a week. 
Wild, turkeys 


predominated, so it seems that the turkey made 
its appearance early in the history of Thanks- 
giving. The day selected was December 13 (old 
style). At the dawn of that day a small cannon 
was fired from tho.hill and a procession was 
formed near the beach, close to where the 
Plymouth Rock now rests. Elder Brewster, wear- 
ing his ministerial garb and carrying the Bible, 
led tho'procession as it moved solemnly along 
the street. 
The men walked three abreast,-with _ 


Governor Bradford in the rear. 
There was a 


long service in the meeting house, and after'it 
was over there was a dinner—and such a din- 
ner had never been known in the colony, for, 
apart from the savory turkey - and other wild 
fowl, the women had done their share in pro- 
viding good things from the limited supply at 
their command. The moa't dramatic incident oc- 
curred when the dinner was in progress, for as 
If by magic 90 friendly red 'men, under King 
Massasoit, appeared, carrying haunches of veni- 
son as an addition to the feast. 
Thanksgiving 


day soon lengthened into days, for the psalm- 
singing and 
feasting, interspersed 
with war 


dances, were continued several days. 


After that Thanksgiving days took on a differ- 


ent aspect, and occurred ' at any season; some- 
times twice a year, or sometimes a year or two 


were skipped, . just as it 
pleased the governor of. 
the 
colony, 
until . 1C64, 


when the day became a . 
formal one. in Massachu- 
setts. Other colonies fol- 
lowed the example, and- 
pretty soon all .New Eng- 
land 
joined 
in 
giving 


thanks on .the same day. 


During -the .Revolution- 


ary 
.war .' Thanksgiving 


days, became', a fashion, 
and the continental con- 
gress set apart at least 
eight' days . during 
one 


year 
for that 
purpose. 


On 
December 
18, 1777, 


General 
Washington 
is- 


sued a proclamation for a 
general Thanksgiving to 
be celebrated by the sol- 
- 


diers of the Continental army. In 1789 congress 
decided to ask the president to Issue a proclama- 


. tion asking the people to suspend work and give 


thanks on a certain day of the year. There had 
been considerable opposition to the passage of 
the bill, some of the reasons given being more 
. humorous .than . serious. 
President Washington 


.acquiesced in the wishes of congress and-issued 
a proclamation appointing November 26 of that 
year as the day for the American people.to join 
in thanksgiving, to God for the care and pro- 
tection he had given them in their 
plentiful 


harvest and freedom from epidemics. 
; . . • 


From 
time to time our presidents 
Issued 


proclamations, .but it was generally left to the 
governors of the' states to determine on what 
day it should occur. Under the administration of 
John Adams two national fast days were ob- 
served, but no real Thanksgiving. It was not 
until 1S15, after three national fasts on account 
of the war, that another national Thanksgiving 


' was appointed by the president, James Madison. 


This was due to peace with Great Britain. 
After 


this there was another lull in proclamations as 
far -as presidents were concerned until 1849, when 
President-Taylor set a day of fast on August the 
third on account of the cholera. Meanwhile the 
national Thanksgiving day seemed to belying

summoned to fasting, and two such, days 'were 
kept in 1861—January 4 and September 26—but 
it. was not until 1863' that the horizon, had so 
brightened as to warrant the appointment of a 
national Thanksgiving. 
Immediately after the 


Battle of Gettysburg Mrs. Sarah J. Hale, a Boston 
woman, wrote to President Lincoln suggesting a 
national thanksgiving, and following her advice; 


a day of "praise and prayer." On November 26 
of the same year-another Thanksgiving was kept, 
and this was really a great .festival and observed 
in every northern state. . In 1864 the 24th of 
November was kept. 
After • this, with ; one ex- 


ception, our great national day of thanks has 
been celebrated on^ the last Thursday in No- 
vember. 
. 
. 
. . . . 
The presidential proclamations contain 
very 


little that is new or original and usually take the 
form of an essay. . In 1S98, after the Spanish- 
American war, President McKinley had a chance 
to vary the conventional form by "giving special 
thanks for the restoration'of peace." This was 
just 100 years after Washington's proclamation. 
President Roosevelt, who always 
did 
original 


things, .declared "that a Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion could not be made a brilliant epigrammati- 
cal -paper." . The proclamation of the president 
stamps the feast with a sort of official character 
—something possessed by no other holiday. This 
proclamation does not make it. a legal holiday- 
it merely recommends- that the people suspend 
business for. the day. A special statute in each 
state is required to make' the day a legal holi- 
day, 
and this has r^ot been enacted in every 


state. 
' 
. 


Tfre day was originally set apart for thanksgiv- 


ing, fasting, prayer and religious devotions, but 
the modern Thanksgiving has become "a day of 
feasting and jollity, and is made the 'occasion 
of all sorts of sports and festivities. 
The craze 


for outdoor life- keeps many from the churches, 
although the places of worship continue to be 
filled with "a goodly company," who gather to 
give thanks .to him "from _ whom cometh every 
good and every perfect'gift.". 


The turkey is still king of. the Thanksgiving 


feast and as an.addition the good things of the 
.field, and vineyard have been added. The famous 
pioe'on pie, which was a popular Thanksgiving 
dish in the early part of the .nineteenth century, 
is rarely se'en in these days. 
The wild pigeons, 


which 'alighted in great numbers on the buck- 
wheat fields, were enticed by a decoy duck with- 
in a spring net arid caught by the hundred. 
'They were kept alive and fattened on grain until 
the day before Thanksgiving, when they were 
killed and made into a pie for the Thanksgiving 
table. 
' 
. 
Most of the old custom:: of the day have 


the' seventeenth century who, while they were 
eating a Thanksgiving dinner of venison, discov- 
ered that the deer had been killed on Sunday. 
They at once sent for the Indian and had him 
publicly whipped, and also compelled him to 
return the money which he had been paid for 
the deer. 
This "being done, they at once re- 


sumed their dinner, and finished up the venison. 


New York city,- is responsible for the strangest 


of all Thanksgiving customs,, and one which has 
only recently died . out. 
Young men and boys 


used to dress themselves in fantastic garb and 
parade the streets—hundreds of the boys wear- 
ing their sisters' old clothes, their faces smeared 
with paint and their heads covered with wigs. 
As late as 1SS5 they held parades and made the 
street hideous with their thumping drums and 
blaring trumpets. 
In 1870 this queer perform- 


ance took on the dignity of a political parade and 
prizes were distributed to the companies wearing 
the most unique clothing. 
Senator William M. 


Tweed, the famous political boss of that perio'd, 
was the .donor of a prize of $500 in gold. 
This 


custom 
was undoubtedly a 
survival 
of Guy 


Fawkes days, carried out on a later day in the 
year; for some unknown reason it was practiced 
only In New York city. 


. Thanksgiving hao always been a day of char- 


ity, and in the old days it was considered bad 
luck to turn even. a. tramp from the door, and 
today our friendly inns, almshouses and chnrit- 
able'instltutions have their turkey dinners, usual- 
ly gifts from charitable people. Our prisons, too, 
serve their inmates with a'hearty meal and have 
some sort of service of praise. The customs, of 
the great national holiday may have changed 
somewhat, yet the spirit of the first Thanksgiv- 
ing, which was held at Plymouth, in 1621, still 
hovers about the national day of prayer and 
praise 
of the twentieth century—a spirit 
of 


thankfulness to God for his mercy and kindness 
to the people of our great American republic.

.Waupnn-prison. 
Warden Woodward, 


before his appointment.-.- by Governor 
McGovernyto the head of the Wau- 
pun 
prison 
occupied 
a Methodist 


Episcopal' pulpit, and probably enjoys 
the dist'Inction of being the only "par- 
don •warden" in the United. States. 


'-'-Woodward .said that the "honor 


/system" as applied to road camps had 
'not"-been tried out in .Wisconsin, but 
'that'-it might be attempted during the 
-next •'summer.'' 
\ 
"We.have' had 'no experience with 


'the'honor system as applied to road 
;Avork'oe- convicts," said .Warden Wood- 
ward, "We may try that out next 
year, if any county asks for convict 
labor.' I-expect to-visit convict road 
•camps, in other states within the next, 
'few weeks and- get' a better under- 
standing of the methods: 
"'.. "However, the honor system 
has 


been used for a long time along other 
lines In the Wisconsin prison. Since 
July, 1912, trusties have been sent to 
the prison farm, a distance of more 
than a mile;' without guards. From 
twelve to fifteen men are In the 'farm 
gangland they work from,5:00 to.7:00. 
or S:00;p. m. in mudsunnner, in field 
and garden. Other men have worked 


- in the stone- quarry and at digging 
ditches without being guarded. 


"We' have had no violation of our 


honor system in all the time it has 
been in operation1," said Warden Wood- 
ward. "Of course we have dealt with 
the best class of prisoners, and if.road 
camps are established It probably will 
be left to.-the- discretion of the warden 
to select the men to go to them, and 
the same rule will apply." 


Music Students Increasing.

FOR COUGHS AND COLDS ••, 


HANKSGIVING DAY has u long 
and curious history, and did not 
originate 
entirely with the ,Pil- 


grlms at'Plymouth, for Thanksgiv- 
ing days are mentioned in the Bi- 
ble—days 
set 
apart 
for 
giving 


thanks to God for some special 
mercy. These days of fast and 
prayer were customary in England 


4 
before the Reformation', and later 


the Protestants appointed certain days of praise _ 
and thanks for various blessings. 
The discov- 


ery of the Gunpowder Plot in .1605 in London 
brought the common sentiment of Thanksgiving. 
A scheme had been formed to blow, up parlia- 
ment house on the 5th of November, the first. 
day of the session. Great quantities oC gunpow- 
dor and inflammable material we're found con- 
cealed in the vaults underneath the building. The 
plot was discovered and the traitors were exe- 
cuted. 
In consequence of this' deliverance the 


day was ordered to bo kept as "a public thanks- 
giving to Almighty God" every year that "un- 
feigned thankfulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may yield praises to God's 
divine majesty for the same." 'All ministers were 
ordered to say propers thereon, for which special 
forms were provided. This annual'thanksgiving, 
together with one established later .on May 29, 
was abolished In 1833 in England, for both had 
fallon Into disuse. For several years'afterwords, 
however, these days were recognized in New 
England by tho Episcopal church on account of 
Ha place In their church calendars. 
England 


continued to have spocla/ days appointed for giv- 
ing thanks, and as recently as 1872 there was a 
day selected for the public to offer prayers o£ 
thanksgiving for the recovery of the late King 
Edward, then prince of Wales, 
from typhoid 


fever. 


Tho first thanksgiving on the American conti- 


nent was held by an English 'minister mimed 
Wolfall, and was celebrated off tho coast of New- 
foundland. 
This pious man accompanied tho 


Frobisher expedition which brought the first Eng- 
lish colony to North America. The log of the 
ship gives the record of tho day's observances' 
and tells how on Monday, May.28, 1578, aboard 
tho Aydo, 'the men received communion, and how 
Minister Wolfall in n sermon gave humble and 
hearty thanks to God for his miraculous'deliver- 
ance In these dangerous places. This was the 
first Christian sermon preached in North Ameri- 
can waters. Again in 1607 there was a similar 
service held tit Sagadahoc—a little village on 
the coast of Maine. 
There Is little record of 


this thanksgiving except that it consumed only 
a fow hours of tho day, after which the people 
returned to their labors, 


Tho great American Thanksgiving day had its 


origin In the Massachusetts-colony In 1621, and 
Gov. 
William Bradford, the first governor of that 


little band of sturdy pilgrims, sent: out the first 
Thanksgiving, proclamation, sotting apart, a day 
for prayer and rejoicing over the plenteous har- 
vest of that year. The Englishmen recalled their 
Guy Fawkes thanksgiving, and the Dutch remem- 
bered hearing their ancestors speak of the great 
day of praise and prayer held at Leyden, Hol- 
land, in 157S, when that city was delivered from 
n stege. So, the entire colony began their pious 
preparation for what proved to be the/gayest 
Thanksgiving the colony 6ver knew, .for; after 
tho first one, which lasted several days, the 
Puritan Thanksgiving meant long sermons! long 
prayers and long faces. 
Governor Bradford de- 


termined that the Initial Thanksgiving should be 
celebrated with no little ceremony and. that 
feasting should play a part in the occasion. His- 
tory tells us that ho sent out four men, who 
were to search for game for the feast. 
Many 


fowls wero shot—In fact, enough to meet the 
wantf) of the colony for a week. 
Wild, turkeys 


predominated, so It seems that the turkey made 
its appearance early In the history of Thanks- 
giving. The day selected was December 13 (old 
style). At tho dawn, of that day a email'cannon 
was fired from .tho .hill and a procession was 
formed near the beach, close to where the 
Plymouth Rock now rests. Elder Brewster, wear- 
Ing his ministerial garb and carrying the Bible, 
led the' procession as It moved solemnly along 
the street. The men walked three abreast, -w}th 
Governor Bradford in the rear. 
There was a 


long service In the meeting house, and after'it 
was over there was a dinner—and such a din- 
ner had never been known In the colony, for, 
apart from the savory turkey and other wild 
fowl, the women had done their share In pro- 
viding good things from the limited supply at 
their command. Tho mos't dramatic incident oc- 
curred when the dinner was In progress, for as 
If by magio 90 friendly red'men, under King 
Massasoit, appeared, carrying haunches of veni- 
son aa an addition to tho feast. 
Thanksgiving 


day soon longthonod into clays, for the psalm- 
singing and

dances, were continued several days. 


After that Thanksgiving days took on a differ- 


ent aspect, and -occurred at any season; some- 
times twice a year, or sometimes a year or two

setts. Other colonies fol- '

During 'the Revolution-: 


ary 
war'', Thanksgiving 


days., became' a fashion,' 
and the continental, con- 
gress set apart at least 
eight 
days 
during one 


year 
for that 
purpose. 


On 
December 
18,, 1777, 


General 
Washington 
Is- 


sued a:proclamation for a 
general' Thanksgiving to 
be celebrated by the sol- 
diers of the Continental'army. In 1789 congress 
decided to ask the president to issue' a proclama- 
tion asking the people to suspend work and give 
thanks on a certain day of the year. There had 
been considerable opposition .to the passage of 
the 'bill, some of the reasons given being more 
.humorous..than .serious. President Washington 
acquiesced in the wishes of congress and issued 
a' proclamation appointing November 2C of that 
year as the day for the American people to join 
in thanksgiving* to. God for the care and pro- 
tection he 
had 
given • them ' In their plentiful 


harvest and freedom from epidemics. 
; 


From time to time our presidents issued 


proclamations, .but It was generally left to the 
governors of the' states -to determine on what 
day it should.occur. Under the administration of 
John Adams two national fast days were ob- 
served, but no real Thanksgiving. It was not 
until 1S15, after three national fasts on account 
of the war, that another national Thanksgiving 
was appointed by the president, James Madison. 
This was due to peace with Great Britain, After' 
this there was another lull in' proclamations as 
far .asVpresidents were concerned until 1849, when 
President Taylor set a day of fast on August'.the 
third on account of tho cholera.. Meanwhile the 
national Thanksgiving day seemed to bandying 
out,•'except-in the; New England states.- Then 
came the Civil war, and: the nation was again 
summoned to fasting, and two such days were 
kept in 1861—January-4 and September 2G-—but 
it was not until 1863 that tho horizon had so 
brightened as to warrant the appointment of a 
national Thanksgiving, 
Immediately after the 


Battle of Gettysburg Mrs. Sarah J, Hale, a Boston 
woman, wrote to President Lincoln suggesting a 
national thanksgiving, and following her advice; 
the "president set apart Thursday, August ,6, as 
a day of "praise and prayer," • On November 26 
of the same year- another Thanksgiving was kept, 
and this was really -a great,festival and observed, 
In every northern state. ,In 1864 the -24th of 
November was kept. 
After 
: this, with, one ex- 


ception, our great national day of thanks has 
^been celebrated on [ the last Thursday In No- 
vember. 
. . . 


The presidential proclamations contain very 


little that is new or original and usually take the 
form-of an essay. .In 1.898, after the Spanish- 
American war, President McKInley had a chance 
to vary the conventional form by "giving special 
thanks .for the restoration'of peace." 
This was 


just 100 years after Washington's proclamation. 
President Roosevelt, who always did 
original 


things, declared "that a Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion could not be made a brilliant epigrammatl- 
cal paper.". The- proclamation of the president 
stamps the feast with a sort :of official character 
—something possessed by. no other holiday. This 
proclamation does not make it. a legal holiday-?- 
it merely recommends5 that the people suspend 
business for the day. A special statute in each 
state is required to make the day a legal holi- 
day, 
and this has' njot been enacted in every 


state, 
" 
. 


Tfre day was originally set apart for thanksgiv- 


ing, fasting, prayer and religious devotions, but 
the modern Thanksgiving has become a day of 
feasting and jollity, and is made the occasion 
of all sorts of sports and festivities. The craze 
for outdoor life keeps many from the churches, 
although the places of worship continue to be 
filled with "a goodly company," who gather to 
give thanks ,to him /'from .'whom cometh every' 
good and'every perfect'gift". 


The turkey is still king, of the Thanksgiving 


feast and as an addition the good things of the 
.field, and vineyard have been added. The famous 
piflebn pie, which was a popular Thanksgiving 
dish'in the early part of the nineteenth century, 
is rarely seen in these days, The wild pigeons, 
which 'alighted in great numbers on "the buck- 
wheat fields, were enticed by a decoy duck with- 
in a spring net and caught by the 
hundred, 


'They were kept alive and fattened on grain until 
the day before Thanksgiving, when they were 
killed and made-Into a pie for the Thanksgiving 
table.
